Annual Town Meeting 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
April 11, 1987 


A legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of East Bridgewater qualified to 
vote in elections and town affairs was held at the East Bridgewater High School, Michael 
J. McCarthy Auditorium on Saturday, April 11, 1987 under a Warrant issued by the 
Selectmen and dated March 23, 1987. 

Checking voters into the Auditorium were Helen R. Thorndike, H. Virginia Clarity 
and Jeannette T. Arruda. There was a total of 227 voters present, 60 in Precinct I, 88 
in Precinct II and 79 in Precinct III. Tellers appointed by the Moderator and sworn 
to duty by the Town Clerk were Lois Nelson, Charles Repeta, Jr., Eugene Davidson 
and Robert H. Jones. Recording the meeting for the Town Clerk was Kevin Bows, a 
student from the East Bridgewater High School. 
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Moderator Philip E. Carey called the meeting to order at 10:15 A.M. Town Clerk 
Elaine S. Powers, read the Opening of the Warrant and the Return of Service. 
The following action was taken: 


Article 1. Voted to accept the reports of the Town Officers and Committees and 
verbal reports. 

Article 2. Voted to authorize the Board of Selectmen to enter into a contract with 
the Department of Public Works for the construction and maintenance of public highways 
for the fiscal year commencing July 1, 1987. 

Voted to authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of the Board of Select- 
men, to borrow in anticipation of the revenue for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1987 
in accordance with provisions of the General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and to renew 
any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, in accordance 
with provisions of the General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17.

‘‘Recommended by Finance Committee 1987-1988’’ be granted and appropriated for 
the several specific purposes designed and that the same be expended only for such pur- 
poses, each number being considered a separate appropriation and that the Town vote 
to appropriate and raise taxation, by borrowing, by transfers from available funds or 
revenue sharing funds, such items of money as may be required to defray Town charges 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1988 and expressly for the following purposes:

6. Adequate illumination of driveways and lanes shall be provided on approved stan- 
dards. Any fixture used to illuminate the area shall be so arranged as to direct 
the light away from the street and away from all adjoining premises used for 
residential purposes. 


. Off-Street Loading: 


1. For each structure designed or occupied for business and industrial uses in any 
district there shall be provided access and space for the loading and unloading 
of delivery vehicles on site which are located so as not to conflict with pedestrian 
walkways. 


RESTRICTIONS 


A. There shall not be any vehicle repair for profit except on a lot occupied by a permit- 


B. 
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ted automotive use. 

There shall not be any storage of materials or equipment or display of merchandise 

within required parking areas except as part of approved building operations. 

In other than residential Districts: 

1. Parking spaces shall be so arranged as not to permit backing of automobiles onto 
any street. 

2. All access ways to a public street or highway shall not be located closer than seventy- 
five (75) feet from the intersection of any street lines, and shall be designed in 
a manner conducive to safe ingress and egress. 

3. No two driveways on the same lot leading to or from a street, shall be within 100 
feet of each other at their intersections with the front lot line. 

4. No entrance or exit driveway shall exceed 32 feet in width at its intersection with 
the front lot line, and curb cuts shall not exceed 40 feet in width. 


ADMINISTRATION 


. The Building Inspector shall have the responsibility to monitor the minimum park- 


ing spaces required for specific structures. If evidence is present that the minimum 
requirements are insufficient to provide adequate spaces, and an unsafe or environmen- 
tally unstable condition is occuring, the Building Inspector shall notify, in writing,

L. PLANNED OPEN SPACE RESIDENTIAL DEVELOPMENT (POSRD) 

The Planning Board acting as the Special Permit Granting Authority (SPGA) may grant 
a Special Permit for POSRD in the Residence A (RA) District for single family detached 
dwellings (but not mobile homes), and accessory structures, and in the Residence B (RB) 
District for attached units, subject to the standards that follow: 


Purpose—The purpose of Planned Open Space Residential development is to encourage 
the preservation of common land for conservation, agriculture, open space, and recrea- 
tional use; to preserve historical or archeological resources; to protect existing or poten- 
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tial municipal water supplies; to protect and preserve value of real property, to promote 
more sensitive siting of buildings and better overall site planning; to promote better utiliza- 
tion of land in harmony with its natural features and with the general intent of the Zon- 
ing By-Law through a greater flexibility in design; to allow more efficient provision of 
municipal services and to encourage a diversity of housing types. 


1. GENERAL STANDARDS—The following standards shall apply to all POSRD 
Developments: 

A. Except for Attached Unit Development (AUD), each building shall be on a separate 
lot with frontage on an approved way. For an AUD, the Planning Board may allow 
more than one principle building to be located on a single lot. 

B. Minimum Tract Size—POSRD Developments shall be located upon a tract of land 
which has an area of at least ten (10) acres in the RA District of fifteen (15) acres 
in the RB District. 

C. Number of Building Lots Permitted—The total number of building lots ina POSRD 
Development shall be no greater than the total number of building lots that would 
otherwise be allowed in the District in which the land is located. In making the deter- 
mination of the maximum number of allowable lots, the SPGA may require that the 
applicant provide evidence satisfactory to the SPGA, that the number of lots shown 
on the proposed POSRD Plan is no greater than the maximum number of lots that 
could otherwise be developed. In determining the number of building lots, the follow- 
ing shall be used in calculating the acreage available for development: 

1. One hundred percent (100%) of the acreage contained within the following soil 
classifications as shown on the most recent Soil Survey Maps prepared by the Soil 
Conservation Service. Said Maps are hereby made part of this By-law.

2. Fifty percent (50%) of the acreage: 

a. Contained in other soil classifications not elsewhere excluded. 


b. Land defined as wetlands under the Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 131, 


Section 40, as amended. 


c. Land shown in an A or B zone on the Flood Insurance Rate Map 
d. Land with a slope in excess of Twenty five percent (25%) for a horizontal 
distance of fifty (50) feet or more. 

(underlined above in b., c., d., are amendments, AMENDMENTS VOTED). 
3. None of the acreage included in the following shall be used in calculating building 

lot density: 

a. land subject to easements of record, or public or private rights of way. 

b. Bodies of water 


. The Planning Board reserves the right to require a detailed soil analysis to sup- 
port any application under this section. (amendment underlined and VOTED). 


2. SITE DEVELOPMENT STANDARDS— 

A.A POSRD shall comply with the following minimum requirements. However, the 
SPGA may, in appropriate cases, impose further restrictions or increased dimensional 
requirements as a condition of the Special Permit.

NOTE: The lot frontage on each lot may be variable provided that the average frontage for all 
lots within the development shall not be less than the minimum and further provided that no lot 
shall have a frontage, or any dimension less than forty (40) feet. 


B. The fronting of lots within the POSRD on existing streets or ways is strongly discouraged and 
will normally not be approved. In any event, all lots fronting on existing streets or ways shall 
maintain the frontage, area, and setbacks required in the conventional zones. 

C. A minimum one hundred (100) foot buffer zone shall be provided between the POSRD building 
lots and any adjoining lot or existing street, unless the applicant can demonstrate to the SPGA 
that existing vegetation and topography provide sufficient buffering and screening. This buffer 
space may be figured in the open space area calculations that follow. Where vegetation is sparse, 
the SPGA shall require screen plantings. 

D. Unusually gerrymandered lot lines shall not be allowed, if, in the opinion of the SPGA, the 
shape is due solely to an attempt to meet the lot size requirements of this By-law by evading 
the By-law’s intent to regulate building site density and promote the preservation of open space. 

E. Not more than four attached units shall be built in a row with the same, or approximately the 
same, front building line. No row of attached units shall contain more than six (6) units. 

F. Except as modified by this POSRD By-law, all multi-family dwellings in a POSRD Develop- 
ment shall conform to the standards and restrictions set forth in the Zoning By-law. 


OPEN SPACE/COMMON LAND— 

A. Open space shall be integrated within and around the development at the rate of one (1) square 
foot for each one (1) square foot in reduced lot size from a conventional lot size. However, 
not less than thirty percent (30%) of the land area contained within the development shall be 
designated as open space/common land and further provided that not less than twenty percent 
(20%) of the open space land shall be usable for recreational purposes (i.e., no wetlands, or 
slopes in excess of five percent (5%). Open space shall be contiguous within the development 
and shall be provided with dry access to the street, with width of the access to be not less than 
twenty (20) feet. (Amendment ‘open space’ underlined and voted) 

B. The applicant shall present evidence to the SPGA, that a functional relationship exists between 
the open land and the proposed cluster(s). Such land shall be of such size, shape, character 
and location as to assure its utility for park, conservation or recreation purposes. 

C. The ownership of common land shall either: 

1. Be conveyed to the Town of East Bridgewater and accepted by it for open space, conserva- 
tion, agriculture, outdoor recreation or park use; if deemed appropriate by the SPGA, or; 

2. be conveyed to a non-profit organization, the principal purpose of which is the conserva- 
tion of open space, or; 
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3. be conveyed to a corporation or trust owned, or to be owned, by the owners of the lots 
within the POSRD. 


In any case, a perpetual restriction enforceable by the Town of East Bridgewater shall be 
recorded providing that such land be kept in its open or natural state and not built on or 
developed except as provided for in the following paragraph. 


The common land shall be used only for open space, conservation, agriculture, outdoor 
recreation or park purposes. The common land shall be in one or more parcels of a size, 
shape and location appropriate for its intended use as determined by the SPGA. The com- 
mon land shall remain unbuilt upon except that a maximum of five percent (5%) of such 
land may be devoted to paved areas or structures accessory to active outdoor recreation 
and consistent with the open space use of the land. 


4. PROCEDURES— 

A. Filing of Application—Each application for a Special Permit shall be filed with the SPGA, with 
a copy of the application to be filed with the Town Clerk, and the application shall be accom- 
panied by ten (10) copies of the site development plan of the entire tract under consideration, 
prepared by a professional Architect, Engineer, Land Surveyor or Landscape Architect or Land 
Planner. 

B. Contents of Application—Said application and plan shall be prepared in accordance with the 
requirements for a Preliminary Subdivision plan, as contained in the East Bridgewater Subdivi- 
sion Rules and Regulations of Land, whether or not the POSRD constitutes a subdivision, and 
shall include proposed building locations. In addition the applicant shall provide the following 
information: 

1. The number of dwellings that could be constructed under the Zoning By-law by means of 
a conventional development plan, considering the whole tract, exclusive of waterbodies, and 
land prohibited from development by legally enforceable restrictions, easements or covenants. 

2. An analysis of the site, including wetlands, slopes, soil conditions areas within the one hun- 
dred (100) year flood plain, vegetative cover, and such other natural features as the SPGA 
may request. 

3. Asummary of information relating to environmental concerns associated with the proposed 
plan. 

4. A description of the neighborhood in which the tract lies, including utilities and other public 
facilities, and the impact of the proposed plan upon them. 

5. Evaluation of the open land within the development, with respect to size, shape, location, 
natural resource value, and accessibility by residents of the town or the development. 

6. A detailed plan for long term maintenance of the open space. 

(amendment underlined and VOTED) 


5. REVIEW OF OTHER BOARDS— 
Before acting on the application the SPGA shall submit the plan to the following boards, for 
review; the Board of Health, the Conservation Commission, and the Water Department. Any 
such board to which petitions are referred for review shall submit, in writing, any comments 
and/or recommendations as it deems appropriate to both the SPGA and the applicant within 
thirty five (35) days of receipt of said petition. If no response is received within the thirty five 
(35) days it shall be assumed by the SPGA that no response is required. 


6. RELATION TO THE SUBDIVISION CONTROL LAW— 

SPGA approval of a Special Permit hereunder shall not substitute for compliance with the Sub- 
division Control Law, nor oblige the Planning Board to approve any related Definitive Plan 
for subdivision, nor reduce any time periods for Planning Board consideration under that law. 
However, in order to facilitate processing, the Planning Board shall, insofar as practical under 
existing law, adopt regulations establishing procedures for submission of a combined plan and 
application which shall satisfy this section and the Planning Board’s Rules and Regulations for 
the Subdivision of Land. 


Amendments VOTED. Article VOTED UNANIMOUS as amended.

To suspend all statutory action under the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Zoning Act relative 
to petitioned Zoning Map changes, for a period not to exceed one (1) year, or sooner upon adop- 
tion of a Master Plan.

Article 38. (Substitute Motion) Voted to accept the provisions of Chapter 401 of 
the Acts of 1966 which amended Section 69 of Chapter 152 of the General Laws, and 
vote that the terms laborers, workmen and mechanics, as used in sections sixty-eight 
to seventy-five, inclusive, of Chapter 152 shall, also include such elected or appointed 
officers of the town, except the selectmen or members of the police or fire force, as 
the Board of Selectmen may, from time to time, designate, as evidenced by a writing 
filed with the division. 


Article 39. (As Amended) Voted to change the Zoning By-Law by adopting the 
following amendment (a new section to be numbered 5.m.) 


SECTION 5.m.—STATEMENT OF PURPOSE (NOT PART OF BY LAW) 

The most desirable form of development occurs when a property can be altered 
to fit current needs, while still retaining the characteristics which make that place uni- 
que. Due to current economic pressures to develop property; provide adequate housing 
to meet current market demand; and an existing shortage of quality, vacant multi-family 
zoned land; many older, historic and architecturally significant structures which con- 
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tribute to neighborhood settings are being demolished to allow for re-use of the land. 

With this in mind, the Planning Board feels the need for a new zone to overlay 
the town’s Residence B (RB) district (except for those RB areas specifically exempted), 
in order to allow the Planning Board, as part of the Master Plan process currently under- 
way, an opportunity to identify specific issues, areas, and subsequent permanent Zon- 
ing By-Law changes, to address the land availability issues, and to preserve buildings 
and neighborhood character. ' 


All structures within the Residence B (RB) zoning district, which existed on or before 
January 1, 1987 would be covered under this INTERIM BUILDING AND 
NEIGHBORHOOD PRESERVATION OVERLAY DISTRICT zoning bylaw. The bylaw 
would allow for the reasonable development of all properties, with incentives for 
developers to maintain existing structures as similar to their original character as possi- 
ble. If no superseding By-Law has been adopted prior to the 1989 Annual Town Meeting, 
this By-Law (5.m) will automatically cease to exist, and all affected lands shall revert 
to the remaining By-Laws in place. 


SECTION 5.m. 

Until the 1989 Annual Town Meeting, or until the adoption of a permanent by-law 
which addresses the preservation of historic and/or architecturally significant structures, 
and the character of existing developed neighborhoods, the following uses within THE 
BUILDING AND NEIGHBORHOOD PRESERVATION DISTRICT (the RB 
(Residence B) district) shall be permitted: 


1. DEFINITIONS: (for this section only) 
existing—Those principle structures which existed in their entirety prior to January 
1, 1987. 
2. EXEMPTED LAND: The following land area(s) currently zoned Residence B (RB) 
are herein exempted from compliance with this By-Law section (section 5.m. 
only): 


All the contiguous Residence B (RB) zoned land within the area bounded by the North 
side of Plymouth Street (Route 106) and East of Washington Street and lying Southerly 
of Robbins Pond. 


Based on the statement of intent above, it is the opinion of the Planning Board, that 
the area(s) herein exempted are relatively free of the problems listed in the statement 
of purpose, and therefore should be specifically excluded from this By-Law. 


3. SUMMARY OF SPECIFIC ALLOWED USES 
a. EXISTING STRUCTURES (AND CERTAIN EXPANSIONS OF SAME)— 
This section applies to structures with four or less units only. 


The conversion of any existing structure for up to four dwelling units provided 
that the exterior appearance remains unchanged, the integrity of the architecture 
remains intact, and adequate parking (one space shall be provided for each one 
bedroom unit, two spaces for each two bedroom unit and two and one half spaces 
for each unit with more than two bedrooms) and sanitary facilities are provided. 


Current Zoning By-Law requirements for front yard, side yard, and rear yard must 
be met to qualify under this section. 

b. EXISTING STRUCTURES (AND CERTAIN EXPANSIONS OF SAME)— 
This section applies to all structures except those qualifying under (1.) above. 


The substantial reuse and/or expansion of an existing structure for up to eight 
dwelling units by Special Permit of the Zoning Board of Appeals provided that 
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the Special Permit Granting Authority (SPGA) finds as a minimum that all of 
the following criteria have been satisfied: 


(1) The integrity of the existing structure and site remain intact. In determining 
whether the integrity of the existing structure and site remain intact, the Special 
Permit Granting Authority (SPGA) shall consider, among other things, the 
historic and architectural value and significance of the site or structure, the 
appropriateness of the size and shape of the structure as situated and in rela- 
tion to structures in the vicinity; the general design, arrangement, texture and 
material of the features involved, and the relation of such features to similar 
features or structures in the surrounding area. The SPGA shall not consider 
interior arrangements or architectural features not submit to public view. 


(2) The minimum gross floor area of each unit is 400 square feet and that the total 
_ increase in gross floor area does not exceed 100 percent of the existing floor area. 
(3) Adequate parking facilities are provided in an appropriate location. One space 
shall be provided for each one bedroom unit, two spaces for each two bedroom 
unit and two and one half spaces for each unit with more than twobedrooms. 

(4) Adequate and appropriate sanitary facilities are available for the proper opera- 
tion of the site. 

(5) The SPGA as an integral part of this Special Permit process may modify the 
front, side, and rear yard setbacks to accommodate a reasonable use of the 
property provided that any such modification will not substantially derogate 
from the overall intent of the Zoning By-Law. 


ec. REMOVAL OF EXISTING STRUCTURES AND SUBSEQUENT NEW 
CONSTRUCTION— 
This section applies to all ‘‘new’’ open land created by removal of existing princi- 
ple buildings. 


The construction of up to four dwelling units provided 20,000 square feet is pro- 
vided for the first dwelling unit and 5,000 square feet for each additional unit. 


Except as specifically modified by this BUILDING AND NEIGHBORHOOD 
PRESERVATION OVERLAY DISTRICT bylaw, all provisions of Section 5.g. 
shall also apply. 


d. OPEN LAND (LAND WITH NO EXISTING STRUCTURES)— 
The construction of up to four dwelling units provided 20,000 square feet is pro- 
vided for the first dwelling unit and 5,000 square feet for each additional unit. 


Except as specifically modified by this BUILDING AND NIEGHBORHOOD 
PRESERVATION OVERLAY DISTRICT bylaw, all provisions of Section 5.g. 
shall also apply. 


Amendment voted. Article voted as amended. YES 115; NO 44—A ¥% VOTE. 


Article 40. Voted to add a new section to the Zoning By-Laws to be entitled (Sec- 
tion 2. General Provisions b. (5) 


Any violation of Front, Side or Rear Set Back requirements for principal buildings, for 
which building permits were required, and issued, which have existed for more than six 
years without challenge, and does not exceed five feet of the requirements in effect at 
the time the building permit was granted, shall be exempt from the setback requirement 
that were or are now required, upon certification by the Building Inspector that the 
building does in fact meet the conditions set forth in this paragraph. 

A UNANIMOUS VOTE. 
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Article 41. To see if the Town will vote to change the East Bridgewater Zoning 
Map as petitioned by Dana G. Chase, to consider rezoning certain land on the southerly 
side of Whitman St., or take any other action relative thereto:

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 
: To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 
The Board of Selectmen herewith respectfully submit our annual report, and we 
point out several accomplishments for your perusal. 
The year 1987 again was hectic, and proved to be fruitful in many areas. 


Some of our key highlights are as follows: 


1) The Town Common was completed, except for various tree plantings. Inasmuch 
as there is a balance in the account, it is anticipated that the committee will pro- 
vide benches and receptacles for greater comfort for our people. 


2) The Open Space and Recreation Plan, for which we received a grant of $5,000 
was nearly completed and hopefully in 1988 will be implemented fully. We are 
thankful to the OCPC and the Bay Circuit Greenbelt Committee. 


3) The Master Plan, which was another grant by the Commonwealth, will be com- 
pleted in the year 1988. Our Planning Board and Building Inspector are hard 
at work in pursuing this much needed plan. 


4) We continue to receive state monies for road improvement projects, which our 
Highway Department is utilizing to best advantage. 


5) Washington Street Reconstruction Project is on the front burner and we anticipate 
commencing in late 1988 on this $1% million dollar project, which is state/ 
federally funded. 


6) The Town Hall Building Committee is hard at work and we anticipate a sizable 
renovation in the near future that shall be a great improvement. The $150,000 
appropriation of the Annual Town Meeting of 1987 will be out to bid during 
the year 1988 and hopefully be habitable in 1990. 


7) The Water Department Garage fire of August was a major holocaust, however 
with recovery of insurance monies we were able to rebuild a modern steel building 
adjacent to the Highway Department Garage, and this will also house the Tree 
Department. Completion is expected in April. 


The Board has persevered quite diligently to obtain the sum of $247,901 from BFI 
relative to their overuse of the landfill. This is a significant amount, which will go a 
long ways. 

Federal Revenue Sharing has been phased out, however the Town has been for- 
tunate to receive a greater percentage of State Aid that offsets the loss that is hard to 
replace, because we have received several million dollars since the inception of the pro- 
gram in 1973. 

Our various departments were upgraded with new equipment, thus enabling better 
services. 

Our meetings continue to be televised, which is of interest to many townspeople. 

We also were in receipt of an 85-foot fiberglas flagpole at Hobart Park, and we 
are thankful to the American Legion for their generosity. This is a great feature, that 
is widely acclaimed. 

We pledge our dedication to the townspeople for their comfort.

1987 has been a year of change for the Board of Assessors. Robert C. Hill was 
elected in April. James C. Weidenfeller was appointed in June to fill a vacancy created 
by the resignation of Frank C. Underhill. Manuel M. Garcia was appointed in November 
to fill a vacancy created by the resignation of William J. Browne. 

All 3 new board members have started the state mandated educational process to 
become certified assessors. One member has met minimum state requirements. 

The new board is also reviewing office policy and procedure and will make changes 
after careful consideration.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater, the 
Conservation Commission submits its report for 1987. 

This year has been the most active one the Conservation Commission has ever ex- 
perienced. We received many more Notices of Intent for which we held Public Hear- 
ings, inspected said property, and then issued Order of Conditions. We also received 
for the first time a Notice of Intent for Cluster Zoning. The Commission answered com- 
plaints and made every effort to resolve them. Several of our Orders of Conditions were 
appealed to the Department of Environmental Quality Engineering and superceding orders 
were issued. As in previous years, the Commission is still very much concerned about 
inground fuel tanks and feels they should not be allowed particularly in the Wetlands 
Protection District. Since East Bridgewater has considerable wetlands it has required 
constant surveillance on the part of the Conservation Commission to see that projects 
involving wetlands comply with the Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act. We again 
cannot stress too strongly that there should be some check-off method as in other towns, 
before a building permit can be issued. 

This year we have started to develop some of the land under Conservation Com- 
mission control for active recreation for the people of the town. Under the supervision 
of our Consultant, Chief of Police, John Silva, the land off Hobart and Church Streets 
(known as the Meridan Land) will have playing fields for Little League baseball, soccer, 
etc. The Commission wishes to thank all the people who are giving of their time to make 
this project a reality. 

The Conservation Commission wishes to express its sorrow in the loss of its member 
Donald Smith who passed away this year. He contributed greatly to the Commission 
and his presence will be deeply missed. Again our thanks to Brewster Fuller, our Con- 
sulting Engineer, for all his assistance. 

Due to the increased amount of work involved, the Conservation Commission now 
meets every Tuesday of the month at the Conservation office, 137 Central Street, at 
8:00 P.M.

To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 
The following is my report for the year 1987: 


The 982 responses of the Department were classified as follows: 


Fire, Rescue, Public Service 297 

Ambulance 685 (70% of total) 
Mutual Aid Calls were as follows: 

Incoming Aid—Fire 13 Ambulance 66 

Outgoing Aid—Fire 23 Ambulance 116 


Estimated receipts of this Department were $42,500.00. This included ambulance fees, 
smoke detector inspection fees and miscellaneous report and permit fees. 

Outdoor burning dates remained the same as in previous years, from January 15th 
through May Ist. A total of 461 permits and 821 permit renewals were issued. 

This Department will be presenting an article at Town Meeting to replace our 1959 
Dodge Combination #1. This vehicle is now 29 years old. The manufacturer and pump 
service facility has recently closed its doors. At this writing, this vehicle has been out 
of service for repairs for over three weeks, waiting for parts. It is in the best interest 
of the townspeople to purchase this truck this year and repair Engine #1 next year. 

We are living with a serious manpower problem that reaches a crisis stage at times, 
due to sickness, on job injury, and fringe benefits. | do not know the answer to this 
problem and have notified our Finance Committee and Board of Selectmen that we must 
sit down and come up with a long-term solution. The biggest part of this problem lies 
around our ambulance coverage and available EMTAs to staff this service.

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Report of the Highway Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Residents of the Town of East Bridgewater: 

It gives me great pleasure to report to you the activities of the Highway Depart- 
ment for the past year. 

The regular duties such as snow and ice, basins, drainage problems and patching 
of pot holes were extensive this year because of the wet spring and poor condition of 
the roads. 

The main thrust of our work this year has been in resurfacing of roads, as you can 
see by the following list of work completed. 


1. West St. 5,600 ' $47,548.55 Town 
2. Oak St. 6,690 ' $58,719.95 Ch. 637,811—100% State 
3. Old Plymouth St. 1,400 ' $16,861.48 Ch. 637—75% State 
4. North Water St. 1,800 ' $14,826.64 Town 
5. Union St. B15? $19,619.45 Town 
6. Hobart St. 1,000 ’ $ 3,754.05 Town 
TOTAL 19,705 ' TOTAL $161,321.12 
3.73 Miles = $43,249.67 per mile 


Other areas such as Belmont St., West Union St., Pleasant St. and Walnut St. have 
had small area repairs which will help to keep poor areas passable. 

Anna Drive and Kennelworth Drive have also been resurfaced with Bond monies 
held by the Planning Board. 

A major bridge washout was repaired on Elm St. and a new guard rail installed 
in this area. 

A drainage problem on North Water St. has been repaired which affected Grove 
St., Batti Ave. and Kingman Circle. 

Future plans for the next five years include reconstruction of Central St., Belmont 
St., portions of Highland St., and Walnut St. Your support in these plans is important 
to this Department. 

As you may or may not know, a function of the Highway Surveyor’s duties is to 
oversee the Bridge St. Landfill for the Board of Health. I would like to report that a 
major groundwater problem was repaired this past summer; Seeding of Area 3 mound 
which was finally covered during 1986, this encompassed an area of 2.5 acres. I would 
like to thank Mr. Richard Power, P.E., from Whitman & Howard Engineering for his 
cooperation and expertise in solving the above problems. 

I feel the landfill is in good condition at this time and I also see the need for more 
improvement in the coming year. 

I would like to thank the other Town Departments for the cooperation they have 
given this Department in the past year. I would also like to thank the Highway Depart- 
ment men for their support and a job well done.

There 
are presently two clients attending the Sheltered Workshop who reside in the Town of 
East Bridgewater. 

The rate per day for a client who attends the Sheltered Workshop Program is Twenty 
Four Dollars and Four Cents ($24.04) for two hundred and thirteen days for a total 
of Five Thousand, One Hundred Twenty Dollars and Fifty Two Cents ($5,120.52). There 
are presently two clients attending the Sheltered Workshop who reside in the Town of 
East Bridgewater.

1987 proved to be an exciting year—a year of expanding and consolidating. Many 
internal changes took place such as the rearrangment of the stacks, the establishing of 
genre collections (mysteries, etc.), major completion of the weeding project, and the 
adoption by the Board of a mission statement and goals and objectives for the coming 
years. Some of the goals have been accomplished already: obtaining a book budget in- 
crease, decreasing the time for reserves, increasing our use of the Eastern Regional 
Bookmobile collection, and establishing a new young adult (teen) popular reading sec- 
tion, which we share with the Middle School. Along with that, was the institution of 
a new grade requiement for an adult card, from ninth grade to seventh. Also, we’ve 
begun a bi-monthly newsletter, and regular public relations notices to the local cable 
channel. 

In 1987, we completed one state grant for our IBM computer and now use it for 
“‘speaking”’ with Boston Public Library, and will soon be able to “‘talk’’ with Bridgewater 
Public Library’s card catalog. The videos and cassettes purchased with grant monies 
have been circulating for approximately six months now. A second grant was awarded ~ 
in July to purchase additional books in our adult nonfiction, and our children’s depart- 
ment. This grant will be completed by June 1988. The library’s state aid was also in- 
creased due to the lobbying efforts of librarians and trustees throughout the state, in- 
cluding our Director and Trustees who participated in the Mass. Library Association’s 
annual Legislative Day held in October. Also obtained was a grant from the National 
Endowment for the Humanities for books on the U.S. Constitution. These funds were 
matched by private donations and donations from Shaws, Inc., and American Legion 
Post 91. 

The Children’s Department hosted storytellers, and regular story hours. It also spon- 
sored craft sessions, and a successful summer reading program. The Children’s Librarian 
also began contributing to the implementation of a grant awarded to the schools by the 
Department of Education. This grant will result in an Early Childhood Resource Center 
at the public library which will open by April 1988. 

The school libraries were, and continue to be, the focus of much study and discus- 
sion. The Trustees and school department want to do all that’s possible, to insure quality 
school library programs and to equally insure that our school librarians earn salaries 
commensurate with their education and responsibilities. The High School Library received 
a desperately needed ‘‘shot in the arm’’ with an additional $10,000 grant. Also greatly 
appeciated there were the generous book and materials donations. The Middle School 
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Library continued to play a vital role there, as did also the Central School. Both the 
Middle School and Central School librarians conducted book fairs for their students. 
The Director and Trustees wish to thank all the town departments, and the School 


_ Board, Superintendent, and Principals. Also deserving of special recognition are our 
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1987 volunteers who are helping us make tremendous in-roads in some of our more 


tedious, but necessary tasks, and our volunteer who delivers books to Riddell Road.

Report of the Historical Commission 


To the Board of Selectmen: 

The Historical Commission has held twelve regular meetings and one special meeting 
during the year. One long-time member, Irena Swartz, resigned when she assumed the 
position of Selectman, former member, Joan Leland, was reappointed, and Carol Silva 
was named as an Associate member. 

Commission members have attended meetings of the Board of Selectmen, Plan- 
ning Board Meetings, and conferences with Historic Massachusetts Incorporated. 

In honor of Preservation Month in May, an exhibit was arranged at the Public 
Library showing pictures by Marc Whitman depicting ‘‘Earlier Days in East Bridgewater.”’ 
Prints showing the same buildings and locations today carried out the theme—‘‘Town 
Character—Living Heritage or Fading Memory.’’ 

The Bicentennial of the Constitution of the United States was recognized by mak- 
ing available 2,000 booklets—‘‘The Constitution of the United States’’ to townspeople 
and to schools where requests were made, and by presenting a sum of money to the 
**Commission for the Celebration of the Bicentennial of the Constitution of the United 
States’’ to be used for its projects. 

During the year, twenty-five inventories of homes dating through the 19th Century 
were completed and sent to Massachusetts Historical Commission in Boston. Much work 
lies ahead in this field as the Commission is working toward an Historic District in 
Elmwood, one around the Common, and one in the center of town. 

In June, after a request to meet with the Selectmen to discuss the revitalization of 
the center of the town, the Commission held a special meeting to discuss the twenty- 
nine buildings in the central location, and selected eighteen buildings of significant value, 
five of moderate value, and six of less value. 

Plans have been made to work with the East Bridgewater Historical Society on further 
restoration at the Rogers-Sheldon Mill Site. 

Beginning in March, members of the Commission have written a monthly column 
“East Bridgewater in Days Gone By”’ for the Townsman, a small weekly paper of the 
Bridgewaters. 
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Taping oral history continues. Recordings by Mr. Albert Mondeau, aged 91, and 
Mr. Richard F. Bartlett, aged 88, furnished material for two of the Townsman’s articles. 
Last summer, Kevin Comeau, who is developing the Trow-Marble estate at 36 North 
Bedford Street, offered the house, (1733 rear section, 1845 front part) to the Historical 
Commission for $1.00, the house to be moved. Through the efforts of the Commission, 
the Architectural Conservation Trust of Boston has taken over the project and will move 
the building to a selected lot, rehabilitate it and find an owner. 
Other things of note are— 
1. Pictures of earlier days of the town, to be known as the John Cormier Collec- 
tion, have been received from Mr. Cormier’s daughter. 
2. Pictures taken by Marc Whitman have been donated by the owner. 
3. Clinton Spinney, a former resident, has given a collection of early registrations 
and licenses, and pictures of Spinney’s Bicycle Shop. 


The Commission keeps in mind that its primary object is identifying the historic 
resources of the town and working to preserve them.

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Report of the Old Colony Planning Council 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 

As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council we are pleased to pre- 
sent this report of the Council’s activities for 1987. 

The Council, through its non profit organizational entity OCPC-Regional Opera- 
tions and Management, Inc., has acquired the historic Brockton Edison Electric Power 
Station originally constructed in 1883 to be renovated and restored as offices for the 
Council. The building is strategically located across from the Brockton City Hall on 
School and Montello Streets in Brockton and is an important element in the program 
to revitalize the City Center. The Council was awarded a matching grant of fifty-thousand 
dollars to assist in the restoration of the building by the Massachusetts Historical Com- 
mission and should occupy the space sometime after May 1, 1988. 

The planning and management activities of the Council in 1987 continued to be 
focused in three major areas: Community and Economic Development Planning; 
Transportation and Transit Planning; and, Elder Services Planning as the area Agency 
on Aging. Increased funding was made available to the Council in 1987 through a Regional 
Planning Agency grant fund program administered by the Executive Office of Com- 
munities and Development. These grants are used by the Council to address problems 
and issues of regional concern. 

Development activity continued to be strong in the region during the year while 
housing prices reached all time high levels and then tended to stabilize. Unemployment 
was at low levels during the year responding to the generally favorable economic condi- 
tions. However, affordable housing is rapidly becoming a major concern in many com- 
munities where a growing proportion of the population is unable to afford to purchase 
their own home. The Council in cooperation with its member communities must begin 
to examine the practicality of revising local land and use controls to facilitate the develop- 
ment of additional housing opportunities in the future. 

In 1987 John J. DeMarco of Avon was elected as President of OCPC; Robert W. 
Smith of East Bridgewater was elected as Council Secretary; and, James A. Kassos of 
Brockton was elected as Council Treasurer. 

The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous support and cooperation of its 
member communities, the participation and involvement of members of the Joint 
Transportation Committee chaired by Mr. John Yaney; the Overall Economic Develop- 
ment Committee chaired by Mr. Joseph Joseph; and, the Area Agency on Aging Ad- 
visory Committee chaired by Mr. John Mather. The Council also recognizes the work 
of local boards and commissions and the many government agencies, public and private 
institutions and individuals who have assisted the Council.

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Report of the Old Colony Planning Council 
Area Agency on Aging 


As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council, Area Agency on Ag- 
ing Advisory Committee, we are pleased to present this report of the Area Agency’s 
activities for 1987. 

The Old Colony Planning Council, acting as the Area Agency on Aging, is respon- 
sible for administering Title III funds under the Older Americans Act in the twenty- 
three communities in the service area. The Area Agency funds and coordinates a wide 
range of community, in-home and nutrition services through local Councils on Aging 
and other elder service agencies. 

In 1987, several communities in the region directly benefited from funding under 
Title III-B of the Older Americans Act. These communities included: Brockton for the 
Dorn-Davies Senior Center; Bridgewater, Easton, and Lakeville for Outreach Programs; 
Hanover for Senior Center Renovations; Marshfield for the Chore and Minor Home 
Repair Program; Plymouth for senior Center Programs; Plympton for the Rent-A-Kid 
Program; and Whitman for the development of Senior Center Architectural Plans. 

In addition to the funding for individual communities, several regional programs 
received funding to provide services in all or part of the service area. Included among 
these regional programs are the Volunteer Transportation Program and the Nursing Home 
Ombudsman Program both administered by the Area Agency on Aging. Old Colony 
Elderly Services administered the Emergency Assistance Program for elders throughout 
the service area and the Minibus Program for elders in the communities of Halifax, 
Hanover, Hanson, Plympton, Rockland, West Bridgewater, and Whitman. 

Other regionally administered programs funded this year include the Senior Law 
Project, two home health aide programs, and a hospice program. New regional pro- 
grams funded this year were two in-home mental health programs and a program to 
assist mobility-impaired elders in making their home environment safe. 

Nutrition services in the form of congregate and home delivered meals are made 
available through Title III-C monies in many communities in the service area. Several 
communities including Carver and Middleboro/Lakeville received funding assistance to 
prepare and provide meals locally. Additionally, many communities in the region operated 
nutrition sites and received catered meals under the auspices of Old Colony Elderly Serv- 
ices. The communities which hosted OCES nutrition sites and provided home delivered 
meals include Avon, Brockton, Easton, Halifax, Hanson, Pembroke, Plymouth, 
Stoughton, and Wareham. Several other communities operated locally supported nutri- 
tion programs and received home delivered meals from Old Colony Elderly Services for 
their frail and homebound elders. These nutrition programs play an integral role in at- 
tending to both the social and nutritional needs of elders. 

The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous support and cooperation of the 
Area Agency on Aging member communities, specifically the participation and involve- 
ment of the members of the Area Agency on Aging Advisory Committee chaired by 
Mr. John Mather. The Council also recognizes the work of local boards and commis- 
sions and the many government agencies, public and private institutions and individuals 
who have assisted the Council.

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Report of the 
Southeastern Regional District School Committee 


Vocational education at Southeastern Regional School District teaches students prob- 
lem solving and analytical skills. Applied and small group educational activities reinforce 
basic communication and interpersonal skills, and promote their transfer ability to other 
educational/vocational areas. 

Instruction in vocational classrooms is usually individualized to the needs of the 
student. Teachers emphasize student mastery of specific skills or academic/vocational 
competencies. Students progress at their own rate and students often work in teams on 
group projects. 

Vocational education as a means of teaching often serves as the glue that holds the 
student’s total education together, making academic work meaningful and goal-oriented. 
However, the real strength of vocational education lies in its ability to motivate students. 
Students find learning interesting and relevant to their lives. 

Southeastern also provides students with real-world learning experiences through 
cooperative education job placements. The applied orientation of vocational skills, 
coupled with a tradition of field-based activities stimulates student motivation and pro- 
vides concrete ways to learn abstract principles. Most important, students develop con- 
fidence in their abilities by applying both knowledge and skills to the tasks at hand. 

East Bridgewater is a member of the Southeastern Regional School District. The 
district consists of seven other towns and the City of Brockton. Taxpayers support the 
school district through assessments which are based on the number of attending students 
from each member community. East Bridgewater’s share of the FY88 $6,802,687 budget 
consists of 5.72%, representing 81 students. 

Southeastern offers 24 high school vocational training programs and 6 Technical 
Institute post-secondary programs. On October 1, 1986, 1,285 students were enrolled 
in the high school and 134 post-secondary students were enrolled in the Technical Institute. 

In June 1987, the Southeastern Regional Vocational Technical High School graduated 
271 students. Guidance Department records indicate that 100% of the members of the 
Class of 1987 were placed either in full-time jobs or had elected to further their educa- 
tion. Much of the success of our job placement record is attributed to the Cooperative 
Education program. Fifty-five percent of the Class of 1987 participated in the Co-op 
Program. 

Federal grants from a variety of sources were used to offset equipment costs. Voca- 
tional Education Act grant funds (Public Law 98-524) were used to purchase a table 
saw, sander and three lathes for the House Carpentry and Machine Shop Programs. 

Special Education funds (Public Law 94-142) were used to support our Chapter 
766 program. Chapter II block grant funds were used to support Southeastern’s com- 
mitment to computer-assisted instruction. 

Equal Educational Opportunity Grant funds were used to purchase academic and 
vocational supplies. 

School Improvement Council funds were also used to purchase equipment and 
supplies. 

Curriculum and staff development continue to provide students with increased op- 
tions upon graduation. Computer awareness was further incorporated into the 
mathematics curriculum. Increased reading and writing skills were strengthened by up- 
dating the curriculum and materials of the English Department. Computer-assisted units 
are now being introduced into the vocational curriculum. 
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The annual Senior Awards Program provided over $16,000 worth of scholarships 
and “‘toolships’’ to graduating students. This scholarship program enables students to 
obtain tools and equipment for employment or scholarship funds to continue their 
education. 

The demand for graduates of vocational programs continues to be very strong in 
Massachusetts. Studies indicate that 15,000 vocational high school graduates are needed 
each year. 

Southeastern is always seeking new and different ways of conducting its educational 
programs at minimal costs to the taxpayers of the district. The cost of operating the 
Southeastern Regional School District is among the lowest in the Commonwealth.

Trustees for Plymouth County Cooperative Extension 


The County Cooperative Extension Service is located on High Street, Hanson (on 
the grounds of the County Hospital). Cooperative Extension is a partnership of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, the land-grant college—the University of 
Massachusetts, Amherst and county government. 

County Agents are specialists in; Agriculture, Community Resource Development, 
Home Economics, 4-H and Nutrition Education and deliver progams in these areas to 
local residents. 

Staff consists of a director, two regional agricultural specialists, a community 
resource development specialist, two home economists, three 4-H agents and a split posi- 
tion, 4-H/home horticulture. In addition, Cooperative Extension administers a feder- 
ally funded nutrition education program, The Expanded Food and Nutrition Education 
Program (E.F.N.E.P.), located in Brockton. This is staffed by a nutrition specialist and 
program assistants (6 full-time equivalents) who deliver the educational program to 
families with limited resources. 

Cooperative Extension serves the public through educational conferences, workshops, 
phone call assistance, field visits and timely newsletters. 

In our 4-H program last year 12,535 youth were enrolled, of that number 588 were 
enrolled in club programs, and 11,947 were exposed to 4-H through short-term proj- 
ects. 815 volunteers assisted in conducting the county 4-H program. 

Newsletters, free for the asking, are Garden Clippings, a monthly horticulture fact- 
filled publication; So-Sew, informational ‘‘how-to’’ letter for the serious home sewing; 
Creative Living, provides current information in the areas of clothing and textiles, human 
development, housing and home management. Newsletters for commercial agricultural 
enterprises are available (Small Fruit, Vegetables, Tree Fruits, Small Farms and 
Livestock).

In accordance with the General Laws of the Commonwealth, Chapter 128, the 
Trustees for Plymouth County Cooperative Extension are empowered to receive, on behalf 
of the county, money appropriated by any town, or by the Federal Government for carry- 
ing out the provision of the Law, under which they are appointed. 

Agents have made contacts during the past year in every community, either by public 
meetings, individual visits, group discussions and demonstrations, in attempting to assist 
the needs of the citizens toward helping to solve management problems, better living, 
and better community service. Cooperative Extension staff have been ably assisted by 
many local volunteer leaders. 

A total expense of $125.00 was incurred during the year for the purchase of material 
needed in carrying on the various Extension programs. The appropriation made by your 
town was used for residents of the town and expended as follows:

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Report of the 
Plymouth Country Mosquito Control Project 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project are pleased 
to submit the following report of our activities during 1987. 

The Project is a special district created by the State Legislature in 1957, and is now 
composed of 22 Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton, and the Town of Cohasset 
in Norfolk County. The Project is a regional response to a regional problem and pro- 
vides a way of orgnaizing specialized equipment, specially trained employees, and mos- 
quito control professionals into a single agency with a broad geographical area of 
responsibility. 

This year there has been increased public fear concerning the possibility of mos- 
quito transmitted AIDS. To date, however, there has been absolutely no scientific evidence 
to suggest that mosquitoes are in any way responsible for the transmission of AIDS Virus. 

One of the few viruses that can be transmitted by mosquitoes is the one causing 
Eastern Equine Encephalitis. The threat of Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) was low 
in 1987. Populations of mammal-feeding mosquitoes were at very low levels when field 
samples of bird-feeding mosquitoes turned up evidence of the virus. Had populations 
of mosquitoes capable of moving the virus to humans been higher, additional spraying 
would have been initiated. As expected, no horse or human cases occurred. The recur- 
ring possibility of EEE in Southeastern Massachusetts continues to insure increasing levels 
of cooperation between this Project and the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 

Overall, 1987 was another year of improvement and progress. Of primary impor- 
tance was our water management work. A record number of mosquito producing areas 
were altered, and will no longer require spraying for larvae. Other improvements in- 
cluded reduction in the overall complaint response time, and the initiation of a systematic, 
county wide trapping program to monitor changes in mosquito populations. All of these 
accomplishments helped strengthen our Integrated Pest Management (IPM) program. 

The figures specific to the Town of East Bridgewater are given below. While mos- 
quitoes do not respect town lines, the information given below does provide a tally of 
the activities which have had the greatest impact on the health and comfort of East 
Bridgewater residents. 


1. Insecticide Application. 8,064 acres were treated using truck mounted sprayers for 
control of adult mosquitoes. More than one application was made to the same site if 
mosquitoes reinvaded the area. The first treatments were made in May and the last in 
September. The average complaint response time was two days. 

Effort continues to be targeted at mosquitoes in the larval stage, which can be found 
in woodland pools, swamps, marshes, and other standing water areas. Inspectors con- 
tinually gather data on these sites and treat with highly specific larvicides when immature 
mosquitoes are present. Last year a total of 82 inspections were made to 39 catalogued 
breeding sites. 


2. Mosquito Survey. A systematic sampling of the mosquitoes in East Bridgewater in- 
dicates that Coquillettidia perturbans was the most abundant species. Other important 
species collected included Culiseta melanura and Aedes abserratus. 


We encourage citizens or municipal officials to call our office for information about 
mosquitoes, mosquito-borne diseases, control practices or any other matters of concern.

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Report of Self Help Incorporated 


Self Help, Inc., is greater Brockton’s and Attleboro’s anti-poverty agency dedicated 
to improving the quality of life of limited income individuals and families, and making 
all segments of the community responsive to the needs of the limited income, dis- 
advantaged and minority needs. 

During the program year ending September 30, 1987, Self Help Inc., received a 
total funding of $11.6M and provided 476,669 direct services to the area’s limited in- 
come individuals and families. 

1,489 residents received 3,870 direct services totaling $150,683 during the program 
year. 

The total funding of $11,639,819 does not tell the real value of human services 
delivered to the area as a whole. Self Help’s funding enabled us to mobilize an addi- 
tional $917,512 of other community resources such as Commonwealth Service Corps 
and local cities and towns contributions as well as volunteers. The gross volume of Self 
Help, Inc., during the past program year was approximately $12.6 million. 

Self Help currently employs 260 individuals, many of whom are limited income and 
minorities. 

We feel that the program year 10/1/86 to 9/30/87 was a successful one for Self 
Help, Inc., and very helpful to our limited income population. We thank the area’s 
Mayors, Boards of Selectmen, town volunteers and your representative, Mr. Donald 
Shurtleff to our Board of Directors for helping to make our program year a success.

Report of the Area Agency on Aging Advisory Committee 
of Old Colony Planning Council 


This Committee consists of two Delegates from each of the eighteen Towns covered 
by Old Colony Planning Council. It includes one Delegate and one Alternate from each 
Town chosen from older persons, elected officials and general public. Meetings are held 
monthly and or as needed at the Halifax Town Hall Meeting room on the third Thurs- 
day at 1:30 p.m. or on notice from Old Colony Planning Council. 

Delegates are chosen by a concurrent vote of the Council on Aging and the Board 
of Selectmen. They serve a two year term, and not more than two consecutive terms. 
The Alternate may vote only if the regular Delegate is not present. 

All requests for funding are submitted to Old Colony Planning Council and reviewed 
by the Area Agency Advisory Committee. The requests cover many elderly needs not 
covered by other services. 

In 1987 available funds for services for all area towns was $342,204.00. Requests 
for available funds was $472,919.82.

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Report of the Water Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

This past year was one of disappointment as one fire in June damaged the water 
department barn and one fire in August completely destroyed the structure. The June 
fire was thwarted by the quick response of East Bridgewater resident Anne Canducci, 
in reporting the blaze. The department was not so lucky in August when the barn was 
completely destroyed. 

A new water department complex is under construction at the end of Dean Place 
and the department hopes to move in, in the Spring of 1988. The new complex will not 
only house the vehicles and supplies, but will also accommodate the water department 
office (which is presently at the Town Hall), so that the complete operation of the depart- 
ment will be under one roof. 

The ‘‘Cross Country Main’’ project was completed in the summer of 1987 (the con- 
nection of the #2 well and the #4 well). 

Well testing was started in the summer of 1987 in several sections of Town and 
will be completed in the Spring of 1988. 

The department’s meter installation program has continued and there are now only 
11 pieces of property that are not metered. This past year the department started on 
a new phase of the meter replacement program and replaced over 100 meters that were 
over 20 years old. This program will continue in the Spring of 1988. 

The department was exceptionally busy with the installation of 85 new water serv- 
ices (the most installed in a one year period for the department); 41 service leaks; 9 main 
leaks; 7 hydrant repairs and 16 freeze ups. 

Mutual aid was received from the Town of Bridgewater, especially following the 
August fire when the department was short on supplies and vehcles and for this we would 
like to express our thanks to the Town of Bridgewater. 

The Board would also like to take this opportunity to thank other town depart- 
ments as well as townspeople who came to the aid of the department. 

During the past year the water department generated over $485,000.00 in revenue 
and expended $483,591.37.

Report of Veterans’ Services 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

The year 1987 was one of continued growth and request for service to our veterans 
and their dependents. Thus our Veterans Benefits has shown a marked increase for the 
past three years. We had to have an additional $15,000.00 for FY 1987. We have had 
to request an additional $40,000.00 to our Veterans’ Benefits budget for FY 1988 which 
brings our total for FY 1988 to $100,000.00. 

Expenditures for Subsistence allowances through December 1987 was $18,329.75, 
Nursing Home Expenses $14,235.91, general Medical expenses for doctors, hospitals, 
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_ and medications is $30,365.86 making a total expenditure through December 31, 1987 
_ of $63,365.86 with another six months remaining in FY 1988. 

We will receive reimbursement at a rate of 75% from the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts on these expenditures making the net cost to the Town to $25,000. pro- 
vided all expenditures are made in accordance with the rules and regulations under Chapter 
115 of the General Laws of Massachusetts. 

We have been very fortunate this past year in acquiring the services of Mrs. Martha 
L. Redgate as our Administrative Assistant. Mrs. Redgate comes to us with a fine legal 
background having been employed for several years by the law firm of Kelley and Red- 
dington in Brockton. During the current year, Mrs. Redgate has successfully completed 
a course of studies at the office of Commissioner of Veterans Services in Boston under 
chapter 115 of the General Laws of Massachusetts ‘‘Veterans Agent Training Program.”’ 

Mrs. Redgate is currently enrolled in an Computer Training course at Massasoit 
Community College. She has applied herself to our Department in a professional and 
competent manner handling both State and Federal aspects of the work. We look for- 
ward to working with her in the future. 

It has been a pleasure to be of service to our Veterans and their families and the 
citizens of East Bridgewater. If we may be of assistance to any of our citizens, please 
contact our office between the hours of 8:30 A.M. to 12:00 and 1:00 P.M. to 4:30 P.M. 
Monday through Friday.

The East Bridgewater Town Hall Building Committee elected Mr. Robert Robichaud, 
100 N. Water Street, as Chairman, and Mr. George Frye, 127 Village Road, was elected 
Secretary/Treasurer. 

The committee discussed the previous activities of other committees concerning 
municipal building needs. The Police Building Study Committee of 1983 identified the 
problems with the old police station on Maple Avenue. The Municipal Building Com- 
mittee studied the Town Hall and other departments in 1986. The focus of this commit- 
tee, which was established by the Annual Town Meeting of April 1987, is to prepare 
a Town Hall addition proposal which would include a new police station. 

A major issue was the impact on the Hobart site due to the recent fire that destroyed 
the Town Barn which was adjacent to the Town Hall. 

There was general agreement that we were back to ‘‘square one’’ with regard to 
the Hobart site. The alternative sites such as the Chandler building, old Fernandes store, 
A.M.1. building, fire station site with new police station or other town owned land was 
discussed at length. It was the consensus of the committee that the Hobart site was still 
the best choice when all factors such as availability, location, size, financial constraint, 
and historic importance are taken into consideration. 

Therefore, the committee unanimously voted on December 16, 1987, to proceed 
with our original plan of recommending to the voters, an addition to the Town Hall 
with Police Station at the present Hobart site regardless of the recent fire that destroyed 
the adjacent town water barn. In fact, there are more options for enlarging the pro- 
posed addition, as the Water Department has relocated to another part of town.

Report of the East Bridgewater-West Bridgewater 
Regional School District Planning Board 


To the Residents of East Bridgewater: 

During this past year, the Board has focused on completing all of the studies and 
the communication of the findings to the public. 

The Planning Board, in late Spring 1987, held several meetings with the various 
town civic groups as well as formal public hearings in each town. These meetings pro- 
vided the Board with information regarding local issues and concerns. 

The recurring theme that became visible as the public evaluated the Board’s infor- 
mation was that of a commitment to educational excellence. Significant increases in educa- 
tional offerings at the 7-12 grade level would have to be a prerequisite to forming a 
regional school district. 

A special additional study on curriculum was performed so that the commitment 
to educational excellence could be defined. The current regional school offerings of 
Whitman-Hanson and Bridgewater-Raynham were compared to the course offerings in 
both East and West Bridgewater. 

In addition, the West Bridgewater Junior/Senior High School Principal and the 
East Bridgewater High School Principal presented to the Board their needs on new and 
expanded course offerings if a regional school district were to be formed. 

Most recently, Dr. Thomas Henstock, the Board’s Regionalization Consultant, 
presented the summary results of the thirteen studies he performed. 

The School Committees, School Administrators, Teaching Staffs, and Students were 
given workshops so they could evaluate the regional planning data. In December 1987, 
the Board presented this same data on the local cable channels and participated in a 
call-in show in both towns. 

The East-West Bridgewater Regional School District Planning Board believes the 
studies clearly demonstrate the many advantages that would accrue to each town’s educa- 
tional process by way of regionalization. 

The Board is also very much aware of the disadvantages that are very real concerns 
to students, parents, educators, and townspeople. 

The Planning Board will be voting on whether to recommend a regionalization plan 
to the townspeople for their consideration prior to the annual town meeting. 

The Board members, at this time, appear to be positive about the possibilities for 
a successful regional school district.

Report of Director of Elderly Affairs 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

As Director of Elderly Affairs it is my responsibility to care for the needs of the 
seniors and the handicapped throughout the Town of East Bridgewater. It is the func- 
tion of our office to be a source of information, referral and to perform human service 
work. Our office provides medical clinics, such as blood pressure, blood-sugar, eye and 


_ hearing screenings. We also have a Podiatrist who comes in monthly to do a clinic and 


make house calls. We help in obtaining fuel assistance, legal aid and act as a liaison 
with various agencies, such as Medicare, Social Security and Medicaid. We provide Dial- 
A-Bat service for doctors appointments and weekly food shopping. 

We now belong to the Minibus Program from Old Colony Elderly Services, which 
allows us to provide 2-3 trips monthly for socialization. 
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We service home-bound seniors with our Meals on Wheels program, providing 65 
meals weekly. We distribute surplus food four times yearly to the seniors and the needy 
throughout our community. ‘ 

In the future I have hopes of starting an outreach program which would efiable 
us to reach and service all the seniors and handicapped. I look forward also to a new 
Senior Center which would allow the seniors a place to go and socialize and where all 
of their activities could take place. 

I would like to express my sincere thanks to the Council on Aging for their support 
and their continuing efforts to make improvements on behalf of the senior citizens.

As you read the reports of the members of my administrative team included in this 
report you should sense a strong feeling of commitment to the welfare of the students 
of the Town of East Bridgewater. You should also begin to sense a feeling of direction 
and growth as well as activity and achievement. 

This year additional funding has made it possible to continue the focus on upgrading 
and revising curriculum. Many obsolete texts and instructional materials have been re- 
placed at all levels. Audio-visual equipment no longer repairable, due to age and use 
is now being replaced on a scheduled basis. The most significant development in the 
area of curriculum planning was the creation of a six member teacher committee funded 
by a Chapter 188 Horace Mann Grant. The major task of the Horace Mann Teacher 
Committee is to assess the present K-12 curriculum of the East Bridgewater Public Schools 
and to present recommendations for future revisions. The report of this Committee will 
serve as a blue print for a comprehensive curriculum development plan for the East 
Bridgewater Public Schools. 

In addition to specific curriculum areas, many fine cultural activities were spon- 
sored this year through cooperative parent and teacher planning and fund raising. These 
efforts will be encouraged and expanded in the future. 

Another area of focus during 1987 has been the Superintendent’s involvement with 
the East/West Regional School District Planning Board. A very thorough study has been 
conducted by this board in order to determine if the forming of a regional school district 
between the towns of East and West Bridgewater is feasible. It is anticipated that a deci- 
sion will be made by the East/West Bridgewater Regional School District Planning Board 
in 1988 concerning its recommendations to the Boards of Selectmen of each community. 

Two major issues confronting the school administration in the very near future will 
be providing for the in-migration of new students due to the present rate of new building 
in the community and the provision for major building repairs which cannot safely be 
deferred. 

While the overall enrollment continues to decline and level off, the in-migration 
of new students appears to be impacting primarily at the primary grades, causing over 
crowding at the Central School, which houses grades K-4. If this trend continues some 
grade realignment will be necessary in the short term, with the possibility of an addition 
to the Middle School in the long term. During 1988 the distribution of new students 
entering the East Bridgewater Public Schools will provide us with additional data upon 
which to base our recommendations to the School Committee and the Town. 

In spite of restrictive budgets for maintenance work, for the past several years, we 
have been able to apply surplus fuel funds toward needed yearly maintenance at all three 
schools. We have reached the point, however, where major repairs to the heating systems 
at the Central and Middle Schools are required. Also, the twenty year old plus Middle 
School roof must be replaced for safety reasons. Engineering studies have been com- 
pleted for these major repairs and an article has been presented for the Annual Town 
Meeting of April 1988. 

All comparative data which we received from the state continues to indicate that 
East Bridgewater continues to spend well below the state averages for its schools, yet 
results of the States’ Assessments Tests and Basic Skills Tests show East Bridgewater 
Public Schools students scoring at or above state norms. 
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This is accomplished through the commitment of the School Committee to an educa- 
tional philosophy which seeks to serve all students regardless of need or ability, the will- 
ingness of the administration and staff to do the best job they are able to do within 
the limits of the resources available to them and a very supportive parent population 
who work very closely with our staff in order to provide additional programs for our 


students. 


The 1987 school year was a good year for the students of the East Bridgewater Public 
Schools. We believe in our motto, ‘‘The East Bridgewater Public Schools...There’s No 
Better Place to Learn.’’ We shall continue to work to insure that it is more than just 


a motto.

Report of the 
Director of Pupil Personnel Services 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

1 am pleased to submit to you this report on the delivery of special services to East 
Bridgewater students. The most notable change taking place in special education during 
the past year would be the resignation of Dr. Williams as Administrative Coordinator 
for Special Services in order to allow her to assume the post of Superintendent of 
Raynham. Stepping into the position vacated by Dr. Williams has been both challeng- 
ing and rewarding. The department was left in very good order and I have been delighted 
with the level of cooperation that exists between towns in both formal and informal 
collaboratives designed to provide special services to students. 

There are currently 354 students receiving special education services. Of this number 
87% are being helped within our own classrooms in programs which stress provision 
of services in the least restrictive environment. Our elementary level mainstream model 
has been particularly successful in keeping special students integrated with their regular 
peers. This model, in fact, is often noted by representatives of the Department of Educa- 
tion as an example to other systems of the mainstreaming of special education students. 
As a result, the Central School staff has been host to several groups of visitors and 
observers and has been asked to present the model at workshops in other towns. 

While the mainstreaming model is most comprehensive at the elementary level, due 
in part to the age of the students, the enthusiasm, capabilities, and dedication of the 
elementary special services staff are easily matched by those same qualities in the special 
services staff at the Middle School and High School. Their performance is particularly 
laudable considering relatively large class sizes and limited staffing resources. 

During the 1986-87 school year, 133 children were referred for evaluations. This 
figure is roughly equivalent to that of the previous year. Most of these evaluations are 
performed internally with the rest being provided by the R.E.A.D.S. Collaborative. A 
small number of evaluations are contracted out to licensed providers or hospitals. Because 
the number of referrals remains high and case loads are equally high, it is becoming 
increasingly difficult for our own staff to adequately handle all of the evaluations that 
are needed. This is an area that will need to be addressed in the near future. 

We currently have 46 students placed in programs outside of East Bridgewater. This 
number is high but represents not only a response to disabilities of such severity or low 
incidence that would make them unfeasible to handle in-house, but also to the fact that 
there are extreme constraints in terms of space which currently prohibit the establish- 
ment of additional special classrooms in our schools. We are, therefore, fortunate to 
be able to participate in area colaboratives, both formal and informal, which provide 
excellent programs for our students. However, it must be noted that participation in 
out of district programs, whether private or collaborative, is quite expensive in terms 
of tuition, ancillary services, and transportation. Were space not so restricted, a prime 
recommendation would be to decrease out of district services and increase in-house 
programming. 

The fiscal 1987 year was a particularly successful one in terms of accessing grant 
monies to address the needs of our students and staff. Total grant funding for the year 
amounted to $227,588 in both competitive and allocated monies. As in the past, a ma- 
jor portion of the allocated amounts was used to hire aides to allow the mainstreaming 
model to function at the Central School and to provide ongoing Chapter I remedial serv- 
ices at the Middle School. Other allocated funds were used for the purchase of business 
equipment and instructional supplies that were used in all types of information processing.

Several grants, totaling $19,394, were obtained cooperatively with the North River 
Collaborative. These allowed us to improve child search and outreach for pre-schoolers, 
explore the feasibility of cooperative purchasing by the seven member towns, partially 
fund a job placement specialist, and engage in long range collaborative planning. 

East Bridgewater was also successful in obtaining two major competitive grants. 
One was pursued cooperatively with the West Bridgewater School System. This grant, 
amounting to $35,095 and titled ‘‘Project Employ,’’ provided for the hiring of a voca- 
tional counselor, field trips, and staff travel for a school-to-work transitional program. 

The other major competitive grant acquired by East Bridgewater was a $9,225 
Chapter 188 Early Childhood grant. This allowed us to perform a needs assessment con- 
cerning provision of services to pre-school, kindergarten, and grade one students, and 
to provide inservice training for parents, school, staff, and community preschool staff. 

The total amount of $227,588 in grant monies that were awarded to East Bridgewater 
in fiscal ’87 were spent to address a broad range of needs and provide supplies, equip- 
ment and services to a large number of students and staff. Both the regular and special 
education programs were enhanced through the availability of these funds and gratitude 
is hereby expressed to the staff which assisted with their applications and administration. 

East Bridgewater is fortunate to have very dedicated and professional members on 
its staff. The entire Special Services Team of the three schools are particularly commen- 
dable for their sensitivity toward their students and for their unselfish commitment in 
terms of time and energy expenditure. The assistant principals, in the role of TEAM 
Leader, are commended for setting the tone and providing the leadership and encourage- 
ment that resulted in excellent service to all special needs students. It is a pleasure to 
work in a town where the education and well being of all students is as highly prized 
as it is in East Bridgewater.

Report of the 
Principal of the Central School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

As Principal of the Central School, it is with pleasure that I submit the Annual 
Report for 1987. First I would like to comment on the professionalism and obvious com- 
mitment to the children by the Assistant Principal, Mr. Robert H. Smith. In addition, 
I find the teachers are an outstanding group of people dedicated to providing the students 
with the best possible education for future success. This is also true of the support staff 
that work as a team to insure that the school is a pleasant, efficient and safe environ- 
ment for the children. 

The enrollment as of October 1, 1987, was 778 students in grades K-4. The figure 
in 1986 was 739 and the projection for next year is 790 children enrolled. The following 
list is the grade level, enrollment, staff, and student/teacher ratio.

The growth in enrollment is a concern as it is difficult to provide individualized 
instruction with a building which is already very crowded. It has been our practice to 
keep the class size lower in the early grades, if possible, since the children are beginning 
reading instruction and learning independent work habits. The reading lessons are con- 
ducted in each classroom in three groups at the teacher’s direction. The average per pupil 
cost in East Bridgewater is $2,318.00 (85-86) which is $670.00 less than the state average 
of $2,988.00. 

There were several well-qualified teachers hired to fill vacancies on the staff this 
year. Mrs. Marian Ferris is a kindergarten teacher with a degree in Early Childhood 
Education from Bridgewater State College. She has worked with children previously in 
the Whitman kindergarten program. Mrs. Pauline Long joined the staff as a grade one 
teacher after doing long term substitute work last year here at the Central School. The 
grade three opening was filled by Mrs. Virginia Burbine, who was a Special Needs Aide 
here for several years. Mrs. Joan Walkey is the Speech and Language teacher this year 
for a teacher on maternity leave. These successful candidates were all interviewed by 
a team of teachers and administrators prior to final recommendations to the 
Superintendent. 

Mrs. Hope Wilson, L.P.N. was appointed to the Health Aide position, and Mrs. 
Marie Borden and Mrs. Donna Cavicchi were appointed to the State Chapter 188 
Kindergarten Aide positions. The following people were recommended for the federally 
funded P.L. 94-142 Special Needs Aide program: Mrs. Mary Ann McMullen, Mrs. Petra 
Smyth, Ms. Linda Flint, Ms. Mary Louise Daley, and Mrs. Deborah Robinson. In ad- 
dition, Mrs. Judy Young was appointed to the instructional aide position this year. The 
position of Math/Computer Specialist was established in the budget this year. Mr. John 
Shea, a teacher with 13 years experience here, was recommended for this position after 
a very comprehensive selection process. I have already seen a significant improvement 
in computer instruction for the students. This program is unique in that Mr. Shea has 
a computer center in each classroom to maximize the amount of time students can use 
the computer. The software is elementary oriented which allows the children to pro- 
gress at their own rate. This program begins at the kindergarten level and the growth 
potential for the children is virtually unlimited. I am pleased to have a Math Specialist 
of Mr. Shea’s calibre here at the Central School. The Reading Supervisor, Mrs. Maureen 
O’Neil, monitors the student’s reading progress, along with teaching demonstration 
lessons, testing all new children, ordering reading materials, and recommending im- 
provements to the reading program which is the primary emphasis at the elementary 
level. We have maintained a co-basal approach for over ten years with a phonetic pro- 
gram and a sight word program available for the students. The Special Needs team, under 
Mr. Smith’s direction, has written individual educational plans for approximately 137 
children in the school. I am pleased to report all the children are mainstreamed with 
the Special Needs teachers working in the classrooms, rather than pulling the children 
out for additional instruction. The counselors, Mrs. Belk and Mrs. Southworth, are in- 
volved with student assessment and careful evaluation of each child’s program. 

The state-wide basis skills testing program has proven that the Central School teachers 
are providing the children with a strong foundation in reading, mathematics, and writing. 
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I have found the staff to be exceptional in every respect with regard to teaching young 
children the basic skills. 

The special subject area teachers provide instruction to each class on a weekly basis. 
Mr. Mary Anne Rebhan continues to teach a superb music program which is highlighted 
by the Annual Spring and Christmas Concerts. The programs this year were broadcast 
on the local cable T.V. channel. The art teacher, Mrs. Katherine Douglas, had a number 
of outstanding children’s art work examples on display during Arts Appreciation Day 
this past November. There was also a very successful Book Fair held in the library under 
the direction of Mrs. Victoria Boucher, Librarian. The annual field day held in June 
and organized by Mrs. Carolyn Post was thoroughly enjoyed by the students at all grade 
levels. 

There were a number of curriculum related programs this year, such as the grade 
two historical tour of East Bridgewater, the Plimoth Plantation Outreach Program for 
grade three, and the mini-course program in grade four which offered a variety of topics 
for the students. The state funded Chapter 188 School Improvement Council has pro- 
vided significant opportunities for the school. The council meets on a regular basis and 
has approved expenditures for maps, globes, computers, printers, calculators, and cultural 
enrichment activities. A major grant was approved for Early Childhood programs with 
the bulk of the grant writing being done by Mr. Smith. Early Childhood Associates has 
been contracted to complete the four sections of the grant. Ms. Linda Warren will co- 
ordinate the outreach phase to establish a communications network between the school, 
day care providers, parents, and local pediatricians. An Early Childhood Resource Center 
will be designed for the public library. This facility will have a variety of materials for 
parents and children. A playground improvement task force is also a part of this grant. 
This group will work on a master design for the playground to be completed over a 
three year period. The grant also provides for two kindergarten aides to help the teachers 
with implementation of the new kindergarten curriculum. I hope a continuation grant 
will be approved for next year on this important area of Early Childhood education. 

The Parents for the Arts have again been instrumental in raising funds for cultural 
programs under the leadership of Mrs. Marilyn Narcotta. This year the children have 
enjoyed a professional storyteller, a N.A.S.A. Space Program, live reptiles in a zoology 
program, and an evening family program with the mime group, Stromberg and Cooper. 
We also have a large number of parents who help in many ways from duplicating materials 
to providing assistance at room parties. 

I would like to publicly acknowledge the cooperation of the other town departments 
in assisting the Central School when necessary. I would like to make a special note of 
the fire safety program conducted by Deputy Chief Hennessey. He brought safety equip- 
ment and demonstrated life saving techniques to all the Central School children. 

The school operates much like a large team. The overall quality of the school depends 
upon dedicated people like Mr. George McCabe, Head Custodian, Mrs. Jeanette O’Day, 
Cafeteria Manager, and most certainly the secretaries Mrs. Ferrante and Mrs. Tesson. 
The central office staff, along with Mrs. Rallis and Mr. Achin, are of great assistance. 

Mr. Mitchell, I would like to indicate my sincere appreciation for all the direction 
and support you have given me this past year. The school committee, with the leader- 
ship of Mr. John Leonard, provides a stable, supportive school system which provides 
excellent educational opportunities for the students in East Bridgewater.

Principal 
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Report of the Principal of the Middle School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

1 am pleased to submit my Annual Report as Principal of the East Bridgewater 
Middle School. 

The enrollment as of December 1, 1987, was 634 students, which reflected a reduc- 
tion of twenty-one (21) students in the total school population from 1986-1987. It should 
be pointed out that the projected enrollment for 1987 was 620 students, and the actual 
enrollment is fourteen (14) students above this projection. 

The Middle School is organized in teaching teams which affords our staff the capa- 
bility of delivering services to our student body in a simple but direct manner. All of 
our teams have either Learning Disabilities Specialists or Chapter I Aides assigned to 
them, so that remedial and compensatory educational work is carefully planned and 
coordinated. This organization provides for a constant exchange of information specific- 
ally designed to improve student performance. Team Guidance meetings are regularly 
scheduled. Present at these meetings are the Guidance staff, the teaching team, any sup- 
port personnel assigned to that particular group of students, and the administration. 
Strategies are developed for individual students who need academic, social, or emotional 
support. Since all staff involved with students participate in these group planning ses- 
sions, they are able to not only communicate effectively and professionally, but also 
develop a student-oriented support process which insures a cohesive and consistent ap- 
proach to help students. 

Mrs. Robin Billing has completed her first year as Curriculum Specialist in the Middle 
School. She has functioned as a support and resource person to both the staff and ad- 
ministration. Staff have been given the opportunity to be actively involved in the cur- 
riculum development process, and to experience meaningful curriculum work. Com- 
munication has been a primary concern. Through meetings with the Central, Middle 
and High School staff, an information-sharing network has been established. 

Developing processes for curriculum work in-house has been critical. Seeking staff 
input, setting reasonable goals, planning and directing curriculum work leading to positive 
closure has been the model. The Curriculum Specialist has acted as a facilitator, bring- 
ing staff and resources together, and organizing time and tasks for maximum produc- 
tivity. The staff has felt positive about the resuits of the work to date. 

Specific curriculum activities at the Middle School have included the following: 


1. Establishment of a representative Curriculum Committee which assisted in setting 
two-year curriculum goals based on a staff needs assessment and developed a schedule 
of curriculum work for the first year, including summer, 1987. Curriculum work was 
scheduled during in-service days, as well as during specially scheduled release time 
for teachers. 

2. Developed a Science Curriculum Plan for Grades 5 & 6. Four teachers worked this 
summer on writing Science Curriculum. 

3. Piloted Addison-Wesley Mathematics in Grades 5 & 6. This matematics series has 
been adopted in Grades 5-8, including appropriate Pre-Algebra and Algebra offer- 
ings. Provided an in-service for math staff on the Addison-Wesley Mathematics 
program. 

4. Identified the area of Study Skills as a priority for staff development and received 
a Commonwealth In-Service Institute Grant for 1987-88 to develop this curriculum. 
An EESA Title II Grant in the area of 5th and 6th Grade Science, also for 1987-88, 
was funded by the State. 

5. Monitored Reading and Math group progress in Grades 5 & 6; provided feedback 
to teachers. 
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6. Coordinated the dissemination of information to staff regarding texts and materials 
in use school-wide; also coordinated the ordering of new materials. 

7. Supported the implementation of the Quest: Skills for Adolescence program in Grades 
6 & 7. 

8. Analyzed Massachusetts Assessment Tests and Basic Skills results. 


Curriculum activities beyond the Middle School have included: 

1. Meetings with High School Administration and Curriculum Coordinators and Cen- 
tral School staff, as well as system-wide meetings with Art teachers and Library staff. 

2. Presentations to the East Bridgewater School Committee and the East Bridgewater 

Educational Advisory Council. 

Member of the North River Collaborative ‘‘Mentor Connection’’ Advisory Council. 

4. Worked with the East Bridgewater Commission on the Bicentennial of the U.S. 
Constitution. 

5. Represented East Bridgewater at the Bridgewater State College and Area School 
Districts Collaborative meeting at Bridgewater State College. 
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Surveying this wide range of activities, it is easy to see how important this position 
has been in the revitalization of curriculum at the Middle School. 


Highlights of this past school year include: 
* The Alcohol and Drug Information Council sponsored many informative activities 
and programs which were specifically designed to alert our students to the dangers of 
substance abuse. 
* Twenty-two students in Grade Eight and Nine participated in the Project Contem- 
porary Competitiveness summer enrichment program held at Bridgewater State College. 
* The Middle School Parents and Teachers For The Arts sponsored sixteen (16) assemblies 
for our students. This volunteer group raised over $4000 to pay for these services. There 
is no doubt that this unique form of community, parent, and school involvement has 
greatly enhanced cultural experiences here at the Middle School. 
* The Middle School Improvement Council membership this year consisted of three (3) 
teachers; Robert Johnson, Carol Molander, and Paul Naper; three (3) parents, Mrs. 
Mary Harris, Mrs. Carol Boyd, and Mrs. Maureen Thayer; community representative 
Mrs. Mary Alden, and John Collins. The council allocated $6,482.00 for a copier for 
students and staff, field trips, library books, and a donation to the Council for the Arts. 
* The Quest Program ‘‘Skills For Adolescence’’ was instituted in Grades six and seven. 
Mrs. Susan Gagnon and Mrs. Patricia McCusker attended a summer workshop which 
prepared them to teach this course. The major purpose of Quest is to teach students 
how to make better decisions about problems that occur in their life. 
* The Drama Club, under the direction of Miss Marilyn Guarino, presented the play 
‘‘Lumberjacks and Wedding Bells.’’ Mrs. Mary Wilcox and Mrs. Carol Molander assisted 
with the production.

State College, four (4) years teaching experience, Whitman-Hanson High 
School. 
Mrs. Hazel Zanellato, Grade 5 teacher: Bachelor of Science in Elementary 
Education, Bridgewater State College, seven (7) years experience in Brockton 
public and private schools. 
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Mrs. Laurie Bianchi, Teacher of Physical Education: Bachelor of Science, 
Health and Physical Education, Bridgewater State College. One-year ex- 
perience, Kingston Public Schools. 

In June, Mr. Joseph Cirigliano accepted the position of Principal in the Holbrook 
Public Schools. He served as an administrator in East Bridgewater for seven productive 
years, and his services will be missed.

Report of the Principal of the High School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

It is with pleasure that I submit the annual report of the High School for the year 
1987. The enrollment as of October 1, 1987, was as follows: Grade 9-152, Grade 10-159, 
Grade 11-166, Grade 12-165, and 8 ungraded students, for a total of 650 students. 

The High School Administrative Team consists of Assistant Principal, Mrs. Diane 
Lande and Administrative Assistant, Mr. Gerard Linehan, working with the Principal. 
Mrs. Lande is now in her second year in this position and has shown her expertise in 
the areas of curriculum and career education. Mr. Linehan has been with the High School 
for four years. He continues to provide outstanding supervision in the area of student 
discipline. There are many other job responsibilities which are a part of the Administrative 
tasks, such as supervision of personnel, development of curriculum and budget, scheduling 
and grade reporting, guidance and special education services and overall building opera- 
tions. The three administrators are committed to working as a team and to working closely 
with parents and the community to ensure communication and understanding in regard 
to the education of our students. 

Our Curriculum Coordinators have completed one full year of service in the posi- 
tions that were created in 1986. In this brief time, they have been able to make signifi- 
cant contributions to the development and enrichment of the academic curriculum. Some 
of the objectives that have been attained in these areas are: articulation with Middle 
School, increased use of computer programs in science, emphasis on student centered 
learning and creative thinking, development of the Social Studies Awareness Program, 
increase in professional development opportunities, introduction of a Global Seminar 
course, observance of the ‘‘Year of the Constitution,’’ placement test for freshmen 
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English, revision of written curriculum, textbook inventories, updating of Mathematics 
computer labs, and curriculum equality for college and non-college bound students. 

The four Curriculum Coordinators have proven to be exceptionally capable in their 
leadership roles. With their assistance, East Bridgewater High School is moving to 
academic excellence. The Curriculum Coordinators are Mrs. Judy Childress, English; 
Mr. George McCabe, Social Studies; Mrs. Leanna Russell, Mathematics; and Mr. Ronald 
Abate, Science. 

There was only one resignation from the certified staff during the 1986 school year. 
Mrs. Linda Mulready, a teacher in the English Department left at the end of the school 
year. Mrs. Mulready had been with the East Bridgewater system for 10 years and her 
resignation was accepted with regret. To fill this position, Mrs. Christina Mason was 
transferred from the Middle School. Mrs. Mason had taught 8th grade English and 
assumed 9th grade responsibilities at the High School. Her experience with the students 
at the Middle School level has been a valuable asset in assisting freshmen with the tran- 
sition to the High School. Mrs. Mason is an excellent teacher and we are happy to have 
her with us. 

The High School continues to be a school that provides high quality teaching, a 
comprehensive program of studies and a supportive learning environment. Due to the 
close communication that exists between students and faculty, students are taught and 
known as individual learners. Last year, 61% of our graduates went on to some form 
of higher education. Of this 61%, 33% went to a 4 year college or university, 20% went 
to a 2 year college and 8% went on to other forms of education, 34% entered the work 
world direct from high school and 5% began military service. A total of 150 students 
graduated as the Class of 1987. 

The Basic Skills testing, conducted as a statewide testing program, provided evidence 
that our Grade 9 students, at a 60% correct standard, are achieving above the range 
of the middle 50% of schools similar to ours. With this passing standard, 88% of the 
Grade 9 students passed The Basic Skills Math test, 93% passed the Reading test and 
96% passed the Writing exam. 

On the SAT, Scholastic Aptitude Test, the Class of 1987 had a Math mean score 
of 469 and a Verbal mean score of 429. While the scores were 5 points and 6 points 
below the state mean, there was no statistical significance in this difference. Given the 
high percentage of students who took the SAT exams (61%) and given that 33% actually 
went on to 4 year college programs, the High School is pleased with scores of those 
students who took a college preparatory program. Students from the Class of 1987 were 
accepted at many prestigious educational institutions including Wheaton, Ithaca, 
Wheelock, Bryant and Boston Colleges, Northeastern, Cornell, Lowell and George 
Washington Universities, and the University of Massachusetts. 

Our Guidance Counselors Mrs. Jane Cartier, Mrs. Claire Howard, Mr. Albert 
Kjellerstedt, and Mr. Howard V. Post provide personal counseling and educational 
guidance for the student body. In their counseling roles, they deal effectively with school 
attendance problems, adolescent depression, stressful family situations and concerns aris- 
ing from pregnancy, drug and alcohol related situations. It seems that each year the 
social and emotional issues effecting our students increase in number and scope. We 
are fortunate to have the services of a consulting psychologist available for staff meetings 
two hours each month and is available for staff assistance whenever needed. In the future, 
psychological services for students may need to be considered. Our Guidance Depart- 
ment also provides assistance with career and college planning, financial aid and the 
college admission process, as well as having a major role in the scheduling and grade 
reporting, and testing processes. 
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The students on individual educational plans (1.E.P.’s) number 54. These students 
receive outstanding service from our special needs teachers Mr. Virginia O’Kelly and 
Mrs. Sherley Phillips. They are assisted by aides, Mrs. Jeanne Durante and Mrs. Kathleen 
Keefe. 

The Chapter I program provides extra support for students in need of remediation 
in Math and Language Arts. Our Chapter I teacher, Mrs. Lisa Davison, is on a mater- 
nity leave and she has been replaced by Mrs. Sara D’Anjou, who has taken the provi- 
sional position for this year. There are 45 students in this program. Mrs. D’Anjou is 
assisted by aides, Mrs. Donna Dunn and Mrs. Margaret Fitzgerald. 

There is also an ungraded class of 9 special students who receive individualized in- 
struction from Mr. Vincent Mitchell, assisted by Mrs. Pearl Ridder. These students learn 
life skills and simplified work skills in an atmosphere of caring and security. 

Student Activities Coordinator, Mrs. Barbara Gillespie, has been instrumental in 
the organization and success of the many extracurricular activities at the High School. 
The high degree of student participation in the extra-curricular program is one of the 
strengths of our High School. Through this involvement, students develop leadership, 
loyalty, and teamwork. Endeavors such as the Student Senate organized Bloodmobile, 
and the Key Club Halloween party, promote the concept of community service. All of 
our class and activity advisors deserve praise for their continuing efforts to make East 
Bridgewater High School a school where very student can make a valued contribution. 
This year, under the direction of Mrs. Gillespie, four students in the AFS Club traveled 
to foreign countries during the summer vacation period. Jennifer Fowler traveled to 
Turkey, Tracy McCullock to Peru, Derrick Wood to France and Sandra Tirrell to 
Argentina. 

Athelic Director, Mr. Allen Smith, has distinguished himself in his 2nd year as direc- 
tor of this program, for his enthusiasm and the excitement that sports activities have 
generated at East Bridgewater High School. The Viking Winter Classic Basketball Tour- 
nament was hosted at East Bridgewater for the second year, with great success. Our 
sports teams enjoy a high percentage of student participation. Sportsmanship and 
character continue to be goals of each coach, as stressed by A. D. Smith. The High 
School is fortunate to have the support of the untiring and dedicated Viking Sports 
Parents, who, led by President Russell Kenn, assist programs throughout the year. 

Our Music Director, Mr. Daniel Lasdow, has again been instrumental in the Vik- 
ing Marching Band placing 2nd in the New England Scholastic Band Competition. The 
music program is consistently one of the finest in the area. Our Choral Director, Mrs. 
Mary Wilcox, recently returned from maternity leave, produces exceptional choral per- 
formances each year, along with the presentation of the much acclaimed Show Choir. 
The Music Parents Association, led by President Norman Grise, provides outstanding 
support of our program. The Music Parents make a significant financial contribution, 
drive the school truck and van and give tirelessly of themselves in time and effort for 
the students. 

The Drama Club, under the direction of Miss Marilyn Guarino, presented a spec- 
tacular musical production of Camelot. The musical featured students John Dupuis, 
Thomas Scott, Shannon Dalton, Bruce Fuller, Marc Bacon, Michael Mason, Deborah 
Beaman, Amy Scott, Steven Snelgrove, Stephen Giordano, Thomas Grabau, Donna 
Beaman, Jeffrey Marchant, James Sullivan, Jonathan Fitch and Alex Graziano in star- 
ring roles. The production was enhanced by the stage combat carried out by King Ar- 
thur and his Knights of the Round Table. The special combat scenes received assistance 
from a professional group, The Cumberland Company. 

In 1987, the High School Improvement Council was formed for its initial year. The 
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membership of this Council worked in a most impressive fashion to conduct a needs 
survey of staff, students and the community. Based on the results of this survey, the 
Improvement Council determined priorities for the expenditure of the $6760 in allotted 
funds. A computer work station for student use was provided for the High School library 
as well as a set of literary reference books. Audio-visual equipment was purchased and 
a sum of $1200 was provided. In support of an emerging theme at East Bridgewater 
High School, $1400 was set aside for cultural awareness programs in the present school 
year. The High School Improvement Council for 1987 was Mrs. Brenda Dias, Mrs. Ellie 
Dupuis, Mrs. Nancy Kelleher, parents; Mrs. Linda Buckey, Community Member; Mr. 
Harry Ferrell-Locke, Mr. Daniel Lasdow and Mr. Arthur Illsley, faculty; Miss Maureen 
McManus and Mr. Robert Kenn, students. 

This school year has also seen the inception of the MY TURN program at the High 
School. Students, who apply and are selected for this program, learn employment skills 
and explore career opportunities. The program instills pride in each individual and in 
the job that each individual does. The MY TURN program inducted 28 students at a 
special ceremony. This program supports our school goal of equal opportunity for col- 
lege and non-college bound students. 

A High School Drug and Alcohol Awareness Program featured former hockey star 
Derek Sanderson. As a follow-up to the overwhelming response elicited by this program, 
the East Bridgewater Community Council on Drug and Alcohol Awareness was estab- 
lished. The High School is actively involved in this program and concerned with com- 
munity wide education regarding the problems of substance abuse. 

Our school library has benefited from additional school funds, individual contribu- 
tions from the Ross estate and School Improvement Council funds. Mrs. Anne Hynes, 
our librarian, assists teachers and instructs students in library and research skills. Mrs. 
Hynes uses creativity and determination to supplement areas where our reference materials 
are inadequate. It is another priority goal to continue to expand the print collection in 
our school library, through the Public Library system and available school resources. 

The theme of Cultural Awareness, developed by the Social Studies Department, 
under the aegis of Coordinator George McCabe, presented a number of programs de- 
signed to provide students with insight and understanding of different peoples, cultures 
and ideas. Some of these programs were Mr. Vincent Latlippe speaking on the work 
being done in Nicaragua; Dr. Max Michelson, a survivor of a Nazi Concentration Camp 
and the Holocaust; Dr. Victor Domingos, a native of South Africa, who discussed the 
issues of apartheid; and a program ‘‘Immigration—The Personal Touch”’ with Mr. Ed- 
mund Macedo, Foreign Language Teacher and 3 Vietnamese students, now attending 
the High School, with Nga Vuong acting as Translator, speaking about their personal 
experiences. Cultural Awareness is being emphasized by all of the learning areas. School 
Improvement Council funds sponsored an Artist-In-Residence program which brought 
mime Scot Cannon into Basic English classes for a series of workshops. This exemplary 
program initiated by Mrs. Claire Kirkcaldy, culminated in an assembly program which 
featured students in a self-image promoting experience. Along with these endeavors, 
Mrs. Childress, English Coordinator, used Arts Lottery Grant funds to bring an Edgar 
Allen Poe impersonator to our stage and to arrange a field trip for 85 students to see 
‘*Les Miserables’’ in Boston. The High School intends to continue the excitement that 
has been brought to the learning experience through the forum of Cultural Awareness. 

The Faculty Advisory Council and the Student Advisory Council to the Principal 
continue to meet monthly. Bi-weekly meetings are also scheduled with the students who 
serve as representatives to the School Committee. 

Our school nurse, Mrs. Barbara Alexander, retired in 1987 after many years of 
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devoted commitment to our students. She is missed by everyone who benefited from 
her compassion and care. The High School was fortunate in obtaining the services of 
Mrs. Rebecca Santos, R.N. as our new school nurse. Mrs. Santos has quickly earned 
the respect and appreciation of students and colleagues as she has also become advisor 
to the Future Nurses Club and the Freshmen Class. 

Our secretarial staff also saw change with the transfer of Mrs. Virginia O’Connor 
to the Middle School. Mrs. O’Connor had been an excellent secretary to the Principal 
of the High School and continues to provide exceptional service as a secretary at the 
Middle School. Mrs. Mary Sue McGrath became secretary to the Principal and has become 
an Outstanding executive secretary. The Principal is pleased to report that under Mrs. 
McGrath’s management, 99% of the main office administrative function is now com- 
puterized. Mrs. Esther Gerlach became the 3rd secretary in the High School main office 
to supplement the fine service of Mrs. Gayle Kelm. 

This has been a year of positive and optimistic development of the overall school 
program. Under the direction of the Curriculum Coordinators, all written curriculum 
was brought up to date and the instruction of the curriculum content continues to be 
evaluated and refined. The community of East Bridgewater works closely with and sup- 
ports the High School in every aspect. It would not be possible to provide such a suc- 
cessful and vital program without this support. Our priorities of the last few years have 
all been academic. While the instruction of the students and related student needs will 
always be the priority, it is necessary, at this time, to begin to provide funds for in- 
creased building maintenance, painting and the re-tiling of floors. Our school building, 
while well maintained, is beginning to show the wear and tear of years of busy use. We 
need to ensure that as we provide for our first priority—quality instruction, we do not 
neglect the environment which houses it. 

I would like to express my sincere appreciation to the Superintendent of Schools, 
Gordon W. Mitchell; the Director of Pupil Personnel Services, Mrs. Kathy Rallis and 
Administrative Assistant, Richard Achin. Also, I would like to thank Dr. Eileen Williams, 
who resigned from her position to become Superintendent of Raynham Public Schools, 
for her many years of valued assistance, support and friendship. I would also like to 
thank the members of the East Bridgewater School Committee, who give countless hours 
to their work on behalf of the students of this community. It is their implementation 
of the philosophy of the East Bridgewater community that makes our schools a source 
of pride. 

The High School is also appreciative of the cooperation and assistance that is effi- 
ciently provided by the Police, Fire and Highway Departments. I would also like to ex- 
press appreciation to Mrs. Anne Sullivan, Director of Food Services; Mrs. Kay Mor- 
mino, Head of the High School Cafeteria; and to Mr. Ronald Olson, our Head Custo- 
dian, who gives many hours beyond his scheduled work day to ensure the welfare of 
our building and our students. 

I am honored to be the Principal of a school that has a faculty of such significant 
quality, and a student body that is unequalled in their school spirit and cooperation.

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Report of the Athletic Director of the High School 


Dear Mrs. Riordan: 

I hereby submit the 1987 East Bridgewater High School Athletic Department Report. 

The East Bridgewater ‘‘Vikings’’ have completed another successful year in sports. 
As has always been the standard the high school’s teams have represented East 
Bridgewater and the South Shore League with honor. Both team and individual sports 
continued to win recognition in state tournaments. 

The 1986-87 basketball season was exciting and successful for both the boys and 
the girls. The season was highlighted by the ‘‘Vikings’’ championship in the first annual 
**Viking Winter Classic’ basketball season. During the winter we introduced intramural 
track and intramural aerobics for the students who do not participate in winter in- 
terscholastic sports. Mr. Albert Stonkus also conducted a winter weight training program. 

_ The spring season was very successful. Coach Patrick Cronin led the East Bridgewater 
baseball program to its fourth straight Eastern Massachusetts State Tournament berth.
